ESCAPE JAIL.

Bristol's Jail Not Strong Enough To
Hold The Two Bad Men Incarcer-
4 ated Thers Satorday.

Bristol, Tenn., Nov. 23, —The caplure
here Saturday night of two of the most
noted erooks in the country in response
to a telegram from the chief of police
of R ke, Va., ing the officers
to look out for two men who were want-
ed there for forgery, resulted ina jail
delivery last night, in which the two
men and four others made their escape.

The erooks, who were sarrested in the
cafe of Hotel Tip Top, while they were
at supper, guve their names as Charles
and Harry Forbes, sged 20 and 22, re-
spectively. Both were well dressed,
each wearing a gray sweater and a der-
by bat, while one wore s black square-
eut coat end the other a checked coat of
the pame pattern. Both were smooth
shaven, and neither sppeared to be
more than 25 years old.

In searching the two men, Officep
Stoffel took fram their pockets skele-
ton keys, burglara’ tools, blackjacks,
ate. The search was evidently not
wvery complete, for after the prisoners
had been lodged in jail they were found
to be in possession of a 4¢-calibre pistal
snd an immense roll of currency, aside
from $300 in counterfeit currency and
$7in United States money taken off
themn. By the use of & wire, they pulled
& fire poker into their cell and with this
pullad loose a heavy steel bar, which

corded the various places they had vis-
ited, ineluding various citles in the
West, ns Denver, Balt Lake, Kansas
City, Chicago, Cincinnati, New Orleans,
Meridian and Corinth, Miss.
There is no clue as to where the men
went after they left the jail, but Chief
of Police Keller is confident that if he
could have kept them, it would have
meant a flattering reward, for they
have evidently been carrying on & great
robbing game throughout the country.

Richmond, Vs., November 2. —John
